Big Money in Flax Seed for Macon 


County Farmers. 


Yesterday the REPUBLICAN reporter 


had a chat with H. 8. Clark, of the Deca- 
tur Lineeed Oil Works, the substance of 
which ought to be of personal financial 
interest lo all farmers in this section of 
the state. In brief, Mr. Clark said: "You 
onght to tell-the farmers of this part of 
Illinois that there is sure and big money 
in raising Has seed for the Decatur mar- 
ket. 
I will buy all I can get up to 200,- 


000 to 300,000 bushels, nnd it is raised 
with less expense and trouble than any 
grain I know of. In tome sections it is 
called the 'poor man's crop,' because it is 
produced with so little care and expense 
Flax seed is sown in March or April, and 
it IB ready for harvest within 90 days, in 
ample time to use tbe same ground for 
wheat. The tlax can be taken off in July. 
Eight bushels of si-ed will do for a field 
of 10 acres. A farmer of this county put 
10 acres ir. Max last year anel be got 140 
bushels. I paid him 81.25 a bushel for 
the seed, nnd this year he will enlarge 
bis llax field. He says the 8175 be got 
for tlsx seed waa almost like finding it. 
Any fanner who will give llax seed rais- 
ing a trial will not regret it. The oil mill 
is a fixture in Decatur, and farmers will 
always fin 1 an eager market right at home. 
1 bave pleuty of good seed to sell, but 
will let any responsible farmer have all 
he wants to put in, find wait until the 
crop is harvested for the pay. The mar- 
ket price for tlax seed varies a little, but 
it is generally as liigb as 81.25 per bushel. 
Tbe farmers Bberald cull and see me. I 
think i could put them in the way of 
utilizing much of their ground to Bdvan- 
tiige. I have paid out thousands of dol- 
lnrs for freight on eeed brought here from 
distant points, 
Tbe farmers might as 


well have tlmt money us the railronde. 
Flux seed raising everywhere is simple 
and profitable." 


The above pointers are dedicate el to 


the farmers.

THE IMPECDKIOSITY OF THE WOODS. 


The Forger's Arrest, and the Fear That 


He Would be Bought Over by 


the Enemy—Didn't Know the 


Thing was Loaded. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The cross-ex- 


amination of Lewis Hadden was contin- 
ued yesterday morning before the House 
committee investigating the ballot-box 
forgery. To General Grosvenor witness 
admitted that he paid money to >lrs. 
Wood. About the middle of last Octo- 
ber Wood wrote that he was engaged in 
looking up the gun contract; that ho 
had seen McLean, who was anxious that 
IlaUtead should not be elected Senator. 
He asked for $100 for himself and S'jU 
for his wife, saying he could not reach 
"his royal highness," who waa traveling 
over the State. Witness did not feel 
called upon to give the money, and did 
not reply. 
Then Mrs. Wood came to 


his house and guvo him a letter from 
Wood inclosed in a letter to herself. 
He told Mrs. Wood he would consider 
the matter. 


The next morninj he showed the let- 


ter to Dr. Graydon, sayimj he did not 
feel like taking the responsibility him- 
self. 
Graydon said he had better give 


her the money and handed him $150 
v,hichhe gave Mrs. Wood. Graydon was 
looking after the interests of the party 
in Hamilton County, but was not a mem- 
ber of the committee. 
Did not tell Dr. 


Graydon about Tom Campbell's origi- 
nal paper and could not tell now why 
he did not tell him; perhaps because ho 
was not thoroughly awakened the night 
he was called out of bed to see Mr. 
Halstead. 
Witness did not see tho 


head of Campbell's paper and Campbell 
did not say there were any words ex- 
cept the names upon it. Did not then 
tell Governor Foraker that there was ;i 
contract in existence, but told him he 
believed there was written evidence. 
After seeing tho paper he questioned 
Wood about it. 


Asked why he had told the Governor 


that the fac simile resembled the paper 
he had seen in Campbell's hands, wit- 
ness said it was because he recognized 
somo of tho names he had seen on Camp- 
bell's paper. 
Some days after tho first 


payment to Mrs. Wood she called at his 
house and left word for him to come to 
her liotiie. 
lie went to see Graydon 


and told him ho presumed she wanted 
more money. It was near tlie close of 
tha campaign, and Graydon ginehim 
fifty dollars for Mrs. Wood. 


Tho witness went to her house, saw 


Woods' letter and gave her the money. 
He told her he was not a National bank 
und she must not call lor more financial 
assistance. 
Shei showed him a letter 


from J. C. Campbell, written in an 
angry tone, iu answer to something she 
had written about "people living in 
glass houses." Witness had told Mr. 
Kurtz about the payment of Slot), 
tto- 


lieved Graydon reimbursed himself out 
of the campaign funds. 
The night of 


Woods' arrest Mrs. Woods called with 
her son upon witness (about midnight) 
and said that Wood wanted to see him 
at tho station

ing and said that T. C. Campbell had a 
man there (at the station-house) who 
promised Wood that ho would set him 
free if he would give up certain letters; 
that Wood did not want to do this and 
wanted to consult with witness.

TROUBLES OP THE TRUST. 


Enjoined from Faying Out Moneys ui 


Parting With Funds. 


Yoi'.K, Feb. 12.— Judge O'Brien 


in tho Supreme Court yesterday ren- 
dered a decision in the application of 
the North River Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, against the Sugar Trust, for an 
injunction restraining the Trust from 
paying out any moneys or parting with 
any funds pending the result of a suit 
brought against the Trust for a co-part- 
nership accounting. The receiver al- 
leges that lar?e dividends are being 
paid other members of the Trust, but 
withheld 
from tho North Rive.- Com- 


pany, which lias been dissolved because 
it joined the Trust. 


Judge O'Brien states that in his opin- 


ion tho plaintiff's view that the Trust 
agreement amounts to a co-partnership 
seems to bo sustained by the language 
of Judgo Barrett and of the General 
Term in their decisions against the 
Trust. It is true that corporations can 
not legally form a co-partnership, and 
this fact is apt to lead to tho conclusion 
that no act of the co-partnership will bo 
recognized by the courts; bat this is 
erroneous. 
Should tho decision against 


the Trust bo sustained by the Court of 
Appeals, it will not affect such acts as 
dividends, mortgages, deeds, etc., in- 
volving third parties, made during the 
Trust period. The present suit there- 
fore 
lias 
a 
valid 
basis 
of 
ac- 


tion, 
and 
tho 
injunction 
re- 


straining the Trust 
from 
disposing 


of any property in which the North 
River Company has an interest should 
bo granted. 
Hut pending the decision 


of thej suit tho Trust should bo allowed 
to continue its ordinary business, pay- 
ing dividends and making mmh dU- 
bursomfnts as are required by the bus- 
iness, being prevented only from dis- 
posing of tho property or assets them- 
selves. 
The 
payment of dividends, 


however, should take place on consent 
of the court in order to make sure that 
such payments are not excessive, and 
do not trench upon tho assets.

Brussels will advance the great cause 
for which it was assembled. The Sa- 
moan treaty, together with protocols, 
will be submitted to Parliament for its 
consideration, as also will be the ex- 
tradition treaty with the United States. 
Her Majesty ihen says: 


I a w a i t with lively interest the result of 


the Australian federation conference. Any 
well-considered measure bringing these col-

A MIDNIGHT SCARE. 


T.io Fire at the Ottenheimer & Co 


Store—Damage Slight. 


What promised to be an ugly fire was 


discovered at Ottenheimer & Co.'s cloth- 
ing store in the Powers block on East 
Main street, between 12 and 1 o'clock 
last night, it was first seen by Lawrence 
and Stober, the merchant policemen. 
Lawrence hurried off to notify Aaron 
Kaufman, who was found in bed in his 
room over Bradley Bros, store. 
That 


gentleman gave the keys to the officer, 
who hurried back to the otore, and called 
out the tire department,. Stober was try- 
ing to open the store with the key when 
Mr. Kaufman arrived on a run and did it 
himself. Just then the fire rigs dashed 
into the alley and in short order the fire- 
men had th" ike out. 
The Chemical 


crew did great work. The fire was found 
to be located at the stove hole opening 
of the furnace tlue in the store-room. 
The hole was covered over some years 
ago with a wooden lining, put up when 
Uurfee & Tiro, occupied the room, and 
when the furnace WHS put in it was not 
known that the lining was there. 
The 


wood took tire and slowly burned until 
it btoke into ablaze, going through the 
lloor into tli« private office of Attorney 
Hugh Crea. 
Entrance to the store was 


effected by the iirernen going through 
one of tha small windows on the alley 
side, a window about Uxtf feet in size, 
and from that point the Chemical did its 
effective work speedily. 
Some of the 


stock was unavoidably damnged by the 
water thrown. 
Quick work was also 


done in the law office, which the liremen 
entered through the hall door. Ihe fire 
did no damage except to the tlue and the 
baso board in the law ollice. 
The store 


room was filled with emoke, and the 
doors were kept open for some time to let 
it escape. 
While the firemen were at 


work some one in the alley threw a brick 
through the window into the store and 
it broke a show case tilled with gents' 
goods. The brick came very near hitting 
Mr. Kaufman who WIIB watching the lire- 
men at work.
